TREATYFORREGULATING THE WAR. 


The governments of Spain and Columbia, 
desirous ofmanifesting to the world the horror 
with which they behold the war of extermina- 
tion which has laid waste these territories, con- 
verting the same into a theatre of war; and 
willing to avail themselves of the first moment 
of succeding quiet to regulate the war eiisting 
between the two governments, agreeable to the 
law» of civilized nations and the most liberal 
and philantropicprinciples, have agreed to ap- 
point commissioners who should stipulate and 
determine upon a treaty for regulating the war; 
and to this effect, hi» excellency the general in 
chief of the expeditionary army of this main, 
D. Pablo Morillo, Count of Carlhagena, on the 
part ofthe Spanish government, has nominat- 
ed D. Ramon Correa, Supreme Political Chief 
of Venezuela, brigadier general and first Con- 
stitutional Alcalde of Caracas—D. Juan Rodri- 
guez Toro and D. Francisco Gonzales Linares : 
and his excellency the President of the Repu 
blic of Colombia, Simon Bolivar, aschief of the 
Republic, on the part thereof, has nominated 
Messrs. Antonio Josef Sucre, brigadier general 
—Pedro Briceiio Méndez, colonel, and JosefGa- 
hriel Perez, lieutenant colonel; who duly au- 
thorized have agreed and do agree oo ihe fol- 
lowing article»:— 
Art. I.—The contest between Spain and Co- 


tumbía, shall be carried on, in like tu inner as 
it is done among civilized people, provided the 
practise of these is n«n contrary to any of ihe 
articles ofthe present treaty, which is to be the 
first and most inviolable criterion for both go- 
vernments. 


2.—Every soldier or subject of an army, 


taken on the field of battle, even previous to its 
result, shall be kept alive and remain as pn-li- 
ner of war; and be treated 
and respected ac- 


cording to bis rank, until he is exchanged. 


3 —Those also shall be prisoner» of war and 


treated in the same manner, who are taken in 
marches, detachments, parties, cities, garri- 
sons and fortified positions, though these be 
carried by atsauit, or in the navy by boarding. 


4.—The soldiers or subjects of an army taken 


wounded, sick in ihe hospitals, or convalescent, 
shall not be prisoners of war, and will be at li- 
berty, on their recovery, to return to the stiod- 
ords to which 
ihey belong ; 
and humanily 


sliongly interfering in behalf of (hese unfortu- 
nate men who have sacrified themselves lo their 
country and 
to their government, ihey ought 


to be treated with more consideration and re- 
gard than is paid to the prisoners of war, and 
be administered at least the same support, care 
and relief as Ihe wounded and sick of the par- 
ty who has them in its power1. 


s.—The prisoners of war shall be exchanged 


by classes and degrees for officer» of highrank ; 
a number of subalterns shall be given, the same 
as among civilized nations, 


6.—This military or peasants shall also be in- 


cluded id the exchange, and be treated as pri- 
■ 
oners af war, who iodividually or in parties 


perform the task of reconno.tring, observing, 
or taking cognizance of an army, for the infor- 
mation of the chief of an other. 


7.—This conflict, originating in difference of 


opinions, and the individuals who have fought 
in favor of either cause 
being united in the 


closest bands of relationship, and willing to 
economize blood as much as possible, it 
is a- 


greed upon,that soldiersor officer», who having 
before served under either of the two govern- 
ments, and deserted their banners, and have 
since been taken under those of the other, shall 
not be subject to capital punishment. 
The 


same is understood with respect to conspira- 
tors and disaffected of either party. 


8. 
The exchange of prisoners shall be obli 


gatory, and is lo be effected with all possible 
despatch. 
The prisoners, therefore, mHSt ever 


be kept wilhin 
the 
territory of Columbia, 


whatever be their rank or dignity, and by no 
means or pretext, will be carried lo a distance 
from the cou ury, lo endure evils greater by 
far than dealh itseif. 


9—The chiefs of ihe armies shall exact for 


the prisoner» such assistance as is conformable 
lo the wishes of the government to which ihey 
b'long.and for the expanses thereof «hall malie 
themselves mutually paid. 
The chiefs also will 


have the right of appointing commissioner» to 
repair to the residence of the respective prison- 
ers, to eraraine their situation, administer lo 
theirrelief, and to render Ihem as agreeable as 
possible. 


10.—The prisoner» now in the power of ei- 


ther party shall enjoy the privileges of ibis trea- 
ty- 


ll.—The inhabitant» of the place» who al- 


ternately take up arms in favor of either go- 
vernment, shall be highly respected, and shall 
be entitled to »n extensive and absolute liberty 
and security, whatever may have been their 
opinions, destinations, office», and conduct with 
respect lo the belligerent parlies. 


12.—The bodies of ihose who gloriously ter- 


minate their career on the field of battle, or, 
in any combat, skirmish, or rencontre between 
the arms of either government, shall receive 
the honors of burial, or be consumed by fire, 
whenever by their number or the want oftime, 
the former cannot be executed. 
It will behove 


the victorious aimy or party, to fulfil this sa- 
cred duty, from which they cannot recede, ex- 
cept under some very critical or unforeseen 
circumstances, of which ihey will forthwith give 
notice to the authorities of the territory where 
they find themselves, in order that they may 
perform the same. 
The dead hodies of either 


party reclaimed by the government on indivi- 
duals, cannot be withheld, and necessary or- 
der» shall be given for their removal. 


13.—The general» of the armies, the chiefs 


of divisions, and all the authorities shall be 
boundfaithfully and strictly to observe this trea- 
ty, and shall be liable to the severest penalties 
for its infraction. ' Both governments being res- 
ponsible as regard» the punctual and religious 
fulfillment, under Ihe guarantee of good faith 
and national honor. 


14.—The present treaty shall be ratified and 


interchanged within 60 hours, and shall begin 
to operate from the moment of its ratification, 
and exchange. 
And in testimony that we, the 


commissioners of Spain and Columbia, have so 
agreed and do agree, we sign two of the same 
tenor. At the city of Tiujiilo, at 10 o'clock 
at night of the 26th November, 1820.

sycophants who abuse you ; surround your pa- 
lace with approving multitudes, not with arm- 
ed mercenaries. 
Other crown» 
may be be- 


stowed by despots and entrenched by cannon ;

The throne we honour is the people's choice. 
Its safest bulwark is the popular heart, and 


its brighest ornament, domesticvirtue.

the throne of England—where flatterers can- 
not come— where kings are sceptreless. 
The 


vows you,made are wiitten in languagebright- 
er tha» the sun, and in the course of nature, 
you must soon confront them ; prepare the way 
by effacing now, ea'h seeming, slight, and fan- 
cied injury ; and when you answer the last aw- 
ful trumpet, be your an»wer this:—" GOD, I 
FORGAVE, I HOPE TO BE FORGIVEN." 


But, if, against ail policy, and all humanity, 


and all religion, you should hearken 
Io ihu 


counsel» which further contenance this unman- 
ly persecution, then must I appeal nvt to you, 
but to your parliament. 
I appeal to the sacred 


prelacy of England, whether the hc.ly vow» 
which their high church administered, have 
been kepi towards ibis iilu-lrious lady— wheth- 
er the hand of man should hive erased her 
from that pa;e, with which it is worse than 
blasphemy in man to interfere—whether, as 
heaven's vicegerents, they will not abjure ihe 
sordid passion» of the earth, imitate the in- 
spired humanity of their Saviour, and, like 
Him, protect a persecuted creature from th* 
insaiiaie fangs of ruthless, bloody, and untir- 
ing accusation ! 


I appaal to the heriditary peerage of the 


realm wlnther they will aid this levelling de- 
nunciation of their queen— whether they will 
exhibit the unseemly 'spectacle of illustrious 
rink and royal lineage degraded for the crima 
of claiming its inheritance—whether they will 
hold a sort of civil crimination, where the ac- 
cused is entitled to the mercy of an empeach- 
ment; or whether they will icy wilh their im- 
mortal ancestors—" We will not tamper wilh 
the laws of England ?" 


I appeal to the ermined, independentjudges, 


whether life is to be made a perpetaal indict- 
ment—whether two acquittail» should not dis- 
countenance' a third experiment—whether, if 
any «object-suitor came to their tribunal thus 
circumstanced, claiming either divorce or com- 
pensation, tbey would grant hi» suit ; and I in- 
voke from them, by the eternal majesty of Bri- 
tish justice, the same measure for the peasant 
and the prince 


I appeal lo the commons in parliament as- 


sembled, representing the father» and the hus- 
bands of the nation— I beseech them by the 
outraged moral» of the landr— by the over- 
shadowed dignity of Ihe throne ! by the holiest 
and tenderest forms ofreligion !—by the honour 
ofthe army, the sanctity ofthe church, the safe- 
ty of the stale, and the character of the coun- 
try ! by the solemn virtues which consecrate 
their hearts! by those fond endearments of na- 
ture and of habit iv Inch attach them to their che- 
rished wives and families, I implore their tears, 
their protection, and their pity upon the marri- 
ed willow and the childless molher I 


To those high powers and authorities I ap- 


peal with ihe firmest confidence in their ho- 
nour, their inlegrity, and their wisdom.

iheir conduct justify my faith, and raise nu 
blush on (lie cheek of our posterity !
